1 N the foregoing verſes, ve have an account of 
two very heinous tranſgreſſions which were com- 
mittedi in that part of the land of Caanan, called 
Mount Ephraim; and in theſe words, the ſacred 


hiſtorian aſſigns the cauſe of them. The tranſ- 


greſſions were, firft the robbing of an opulent, and 
moſt probably, avaricious woman, of a very con- 
ſiderable property, by her own ſon. And ſecondly, 
when the ſtolen ſilver was recovered, the apply-

It ſhould ſeem that Micah had ſo artfully ma- 


naged this robbery, as to let no circumſtance 
tranſpire which could create a direct ſuſpicion 


that he was either the author of it, or privy to it. 


and yet, he was ſo alarmed by the furious ravings 
precations and cart he uttered upon the occa- 
fion, that his heart trembled and fainted within 
him, and he reſolved immediately to diſcover the 
whole affair, and make reſtitution, *« He ſaid 
unto his mother, the eleven hundred ſhekels of} \ 
filver that were taken from thee, about which 
thou curſedſt, and ſpeakeſt of alſo in mine ears; 


| behold the ſilver is with me: I took it. And his 


mother ſaid, bleſſed be thou of the Lord my ſon,” 
Wonderful is the power which money has upon 
ſome people! It appeaſeth their moſt furious an- 
ger, and filleth their mouths with bleſſings! It 
is added © when he had reſtored the eleven hun-

from my hand, for my ſon to make a graven 
image and a molten image-; now therefore I will 
reſtore it unto thee. Yet he reſtored the money 
unto his mother; and his mother took two hun- 
dred ſhekels of filver, and gave them to the 
ſounder, who made thereof a graven image, and 
a molten i image ; and they were in the houſe of

Micah. And che man Micah had an houſe of 
Gods, and made an Ephod and Teraphim, and 
_ conſecrated one of his . who became his 
prieſt.”

No twithſtanding it is not my deſign to enter 
upon a minute conſideration of this impious tranſ- 
altion, yet may it not be improper to take brief 
notice of ſome of 1 its circumſtances. "a | 


The complexion of the ſtory, and the view it 
gives us of the diſpoſition of Micah's mother-lead 
us to ſuſpett, that to dedicate the filver—unto the 
Lord, as ſhe expreſſes it, was what ſhe had never 
thought of until it was ſtolen; and alſo that her 
motive for making ſuch a vow then, was the ex- 
pedtation that ſhe ſhould thereby engage Heaven 
* denen to interpoſe, and aſſiſt her to recover 
This is the more probable, becauſe when 
= received her eleven hundred ſhekels again, it 
was only two hundred ſhekels, ſhe gave to the 
founder, whereof to make the graven and molten 
images; reſerving for herſelf nine hundred ſhekels. 
We may here obſerve, in how partial a man- 
ner people often perform the vows which they 
make unto the Lord. When alarmed with dan- 


gers, or born down by diſtreſſes, their promiſes of 
gratitude 


the vengeance of Heaven upon Iſrael; and this

graitade to Heaven, if they are deliver, are 


very large. But when they haye enjoyed the 
ſalvation they cried for, the returns they make 
for it are too often very ſcanty and inadequate. 


It can hardly be ſyppoſed, that thoſe images 
were deſigned to be objects of direct adoration, in 


coppoſition to the true God: the affair looks ra- 


ther as a device for worſbjping God at home, 
through the medium of the images. The ark of 
the teſtimony was then at Shiloh; and notwith- 
ſtanding the affluent circumſtances of this family 
enabled them to repair thither to worſhip with 
leſs inconvenience than many of their neighbours; 
yet ſo little zeal had they for God and religion, 
that they conſidered it as too laborious to go ſo

is the firſt inſtance we have of their falling nts it, 


after 555 N poſſeſſion of the land of Caanan. 
The baute of this groſs and early corruption is 
aligned ; in the text. In thoſe days there was 
no King in Iſrael, but every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes.” And I apprehend 
that it has generally been the caſe, that when free 
from the influence and reſtraints of government, 
men have done what was right in their own eyes, 
they have done that which was evil in the fight 
of the Lord. 


+ But it may be objeQted here, that it was not 
till a conſiderable time after this that the Iſraelites 
| had their firſt King in the perſon of Süul; and 
conſequently, that there is no propriety in the 
hiſtorian's remark * that there was no king then 
in Ifrae], becauſe there never had been a king 
there.” I anſwer, that by King in this place we 
| ought to underſtand, one inveſted with the power of 
government, or chief magiſtracy; as was the caſe 
with Moſes, Joſhua, the Elders to whom the lat- 

ter reſigned his authority, and the various judges 
whom the Lord, on ſpecial occaſions, miraculoufly 
raiſed up to deliver Iſrael from the oppreſſions of 
their enemies, and reprove them for, and reclaim 


them from thoſe corruptions into which they were 
B | ſo 
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ſo prone to fall. And it may be proper further to 
remark in this place, that the iniquity related in 
the context happened long before the time which 
it occupies in the hiſtory, even ſoon after the 
death of the Elders who ſucceeded Joſhua in the 
government, and before the Lord raiſed up Oth- 
niel, the firſt of thoſe extraordinary judges of 
Iſrael.

It is a very natural and juſt inference fro 

theſe words, 


That a good government —a government found- 
ed upon the principles of equity and liberty—a 
government which provides for the reciprocal 
benefit of the governor, and the governed; and 
ſuch a government duly adminiſtered, is one of 
the greateſt temporal or civil bleſſings that hea- 
ven beſtows upon a people or nation. And 
therefore it ſollows, that the overthrow of ſuch a 
Government, and the introduQtion of diſorder and 
Anarchy mult be the ſoreſt calamity that any peo- 
ple can be viſited with, 
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tures ought to be admitted by us as ſupreme and 
deciſive, in all caſes to which it has a natural and 
obvious application. How readeſt thou then?“ 
Hear what Paul ſays, with reſpect to the ſubje& 
we are now upon. © There is no power but of 
God. The powers that be are ordained of God, 
Wherefore we muſt needs be ſubject, not only for wrath, 
but alſo for conſcience ate. Rom. xii. 1, 5. The 
meaning and intent of theſe paſſages I take to be, 
that God, the Great Sovereign and Ruler of the 
World, hath ordained for the ſecurity, the com- 
fort and happineſs of man, that.communities and 
vations ſhould be united under, and anden to 
civil government. 


The goodneſs, the wiſdom, and the neceſſity 
of ſuch an inſtitution will beſt appear when we fix 
our thoughts upon, and take a ſerious view of 
the depraved ftate of human nature, in conſe- 
quence of the tranſgreſſion and fall of our firſt pa- 
rents, and the evil diſpoſitions which were intro- 
duced into it by that melancholy event. Had 
all the deſcendants of Adam now the image of 
God as perfect and fair upon them, as it was 
upon him, when he came out of his Maker's 
hands; did they reſemble the Great Creator in 
holineſs, juſtice, and goodneſs, in the degree that 


he did ; were their diſpoſition and conduct uni- 
B 2 verſally 
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verſally conformable to the golden rule of do- 
ing unto others what they could reaſonably ex- 

& others to do unto them; —did every one 
« love his neighbour as himſelf ;” in that caſe, 
there would have been no neceſſity for civil go- 
vernment ; for there would have been no vices 
to reſtrain, nor any tranſgreſſions to puniſh, If 
an Equality of innocence, benevolence and juſtice 
did univerſally pervade the community, there 


would have been of courſe no Inequalily of Rank 
or Power. 


But every candid obſerver of human nature 
muſt be ſenſible, that its preſent ſtate is very re- 
mote from what has been now ſuppoſed. In de- 
fiance of the reſtraints that are laid upon, and the 
wrath and vengeance denounced againſt vice, 


both by divine and human laws; oppreſſion and 


violence ſtalk through the earth, and interrupt 
the peace, the order and happineſs of mankind. 


The inſtitution of civil government, we ought 


then to regard as a merciful antidote or remedy, 
prepared by divine wiſdom and goodneſs for theſe 
grievous evils ; as a defence for our lives, our 
liberty, and our property, againſt the rapaciouſ- 


- neſs andviolence of wicked and unreaſonable 


men ; amongſt whom our lot may be caſt. And 
this being thecaſe, it is aſſuredly our duty, both 
to 


1 
to yield cheerful obedience to its juſt laws, and 
to ſupport 1 its authority to the utmoſt of our 
power. | 


The Forms of government which have prevail. 
ed, and ſtill do prevail, in different nations of 
the world are various, according to the different 
circumſtances under which they were eſtabliſhed - 
and the degrees in which they anſwer the end of 
their inſtitution, even promoting the happineſs of 
the community at large, as well as that of the in- 
dividuals which compoſe it, are as various as thoſe 
forms. Yea Truth extorts the painful confeſſion, 
that wiſe, and good, as are the ends for which Go. 
vernment was ordained, it has too often been per- 
verted into an inſtrument of oppreſſion and 
Tyranny. | | 

Through the ſpecial favor of heaven, that Form, 
or Conſtitution of government, which hath long 
obtained in this land; and which, I hope, will, 
through the divine goodneſs be continued in it to 
the · lateſt generations, comprehends in it every 
principle that is requiſite to anſwer the wiſe and 
good ends of its inſtitution. In Britain all are 
entitled to the protection of the law; and none, 
| however, elevated their rank, are exempt from 
its penalties, Every Equality, that the circum- 

| ſtances

ſtances and Rights of man admit of, prevails uni- 
verſally here. For the ſake of promptneſs and 
energy of action, eſpecially upon ſudden emer- 
genc ies, the executive part of Government is 
wiſely veſted in the Sovereign; but for the man- 


ner in which that truſt is exerciſed, he is, in the 


perſons of his Miniſters or Adviſers, accountable 
to the repreſentatives of the people ; who haye a 
right to examine, remonſtrate, cenſure, and 
even impeach. Britons are not ſubject to Royal 
EdiQts; and nothing that relates either to police, 
or taxation, is obligatory upon them, till it has 
received the ſanction of the three conſtituent 


eſtates of the realm, Kine, Lorps, and Com- 


MONS. Arbitrary requiſitions, and the ſurrender 
of the fruits of the induſtry of years, to what is 
called the public ſervice, are devices of go- 
vernment; are modes of ſupplying the pub- 
lic Treaſury, which this country is, and I truſt 
ever will be, a ſtranger to. 


But I may perhaps be told, that though the 
principles of the Britiſh government were ad- 
mitted to be equitable, juſt and wiſe, yet very 
great abuſes prevail in the Adminiſtration of it. 
Strange indeed it would be, my friends, and very 
different from the ordinary courſe of human af- 
fairs, if, in the revolution of ſo many ages, and 

| the 


„ 
the ſucceſſion of ſo many Adminiftrators of the 
national buſineſs, ſomething of that Kind did not 
take place! But where ought we to look for the 
cauſe of thoſe evils which are fo often, and loudly 
complained of? Or rather, what is the reafon 
they are not checked and reformed ? Does not 
the fault lie at the door of numbers of thoſe wbo 
are moſt clamorous againſt miniſterial influence 
and corruption? The democratical branch of 
the Britiſh government, or the Houſe of Conimons, 
is intended by the very nature and ſpirit of the 
conſtitution; to watch over the meaſures, and, 
ſhould it ever be neceſſary, to check the en- 
croachments of the regal, or monarchical branch. 


Once in ſeven years at fartheſt, the ſubje dis 
have an opportunity of providing for the redreſs 
of any grievances they labor under, by appoint- 
ing for their repreſentatives in the legiſlature, 
men, in whoſe virtue, Patriotiſm and Indepen- 
dence they can repoſe confidence. Did the Elec- 
tors of Britain, unequal as the ſtate of Repreſen- 
tation is, univerſally adopt, and aft according to 
this Principle ; did they not ſuffer themſelves to 
be wrought upon, in thoſe moſt intereſting ſeaſons 
and concerns, by miniſterial, Ariſtocratical, or 
Mercenary influence: did they entruſt none with 
the moſt valuable of their temporal and civil in- 

tereſts,

tereſts, concerning whom they have not the ful- 
left confidence that they will approve themſelves 
faithful to their conſtituents and their country ; 
Court influence would neceſſarily loſe its faſcinat- 
ing power, and ſhrink back within its right bounds; 
the bribe would no longer attract by its Juſtre ; 

the proſec of Places and Honors would be ſpurned 
at; every inſtance of mal-adminiſtration would 
be ſoon remedied, and all the wheels of govern- | 
ment would harmoniouſly move to n the 


general good. 


But ſo long as the choice of our Repreſentatives 
in the Legiſlature, proceeds upon , motives and 
views different from theſe ; whilſt thoſe in whom 
the. law hath veſted the Elective Franchiſe, are ſo 
mean and ſervile in their diſpoſition, and ſuch 
enemies to their country, as to be more ſolicitous 
to ſerve their private intereſts; or to oblige thoſe 
with whom they have connexions; on whom they 
are in any way dependent, or from whom they 
15 | expect any advantageous returns: whilſt this is 
the caſe, if any abuſes or corruptions do exiſt in 
the adminiſtration of government, theſe—theſe 
1 are the perſons to whom the nation ſhould look as 
1 its enemies and betrayers. "IR,

I have now, my brethren, given you a faithful 
and undiſguiſed account of the views I entertain 
of the Britiſh Conſtitution : and I have done it 
with the greater pleaſure on account of the full 
perſuaſion 1 have, that your ſentiments with re- 


gard to it are, in general, in uniſon with my own. 


I rejoice, bretheren, in my connexion with 
that deſcription of Britiſh ſubje&s who have uni- 


formly manifeſted the higheſt eſteem of it, and 


given the moſt unequivocal proofs of zeal for its 
ſupport. I glory in the recolleQion that not an 


individual Proteſtant Difſenter either engaged in, 


or abetted the rebellions in the laſt two reigns, 


that attempted to overthrow this excellent Conſti- 


tution, and erect upon the ruins of it, DESPOTISM 
and POPERY. 


But barely to ſay of our forefathers that they 
did not join and afliſt in thoſe alarming rebellions, 
is moſt unjuſtly to detract from their merit. Not- 
withſtanding the legal incapacities they labored 
under, and the dreadful penalties to which they 
thereby expoſed themſelves, when they ſaw the 
danger which threatened the Conſtitution of their 


country, they flew to arms, and united with heart 


hands in a courageous and ſucceſsful oppoſition 
to the rebel bands.

What the reward of their Loyalty and firm at- 
tachment to the laws and religion of their coun- 
try was bluſh to mention. The ſtatute Which 
offered pardon' to the rebels, contained in it a 
proviſion of indemnity from the penalties of the 
teſt and corporation acts for the proteſtant diſ- 
ſenters, who had ſo zealouſly oppoſed their pro- 
greſs. But over this part of the condutt of the 
Legiſlature of thoſe days I would wiſh to draw the 
veil of charity and oblivion. 


An inference which very naturally ariſes from 
what hath been now ſaid is, that the ſubjetts of 
this realm ſhould be very thankful to divine pro- 
vidence for having given them a form or conſtitu- 
tion of government, which hath been long the 
envy and admiration of foreigners ; under which 
the nation hath enjoyed ſo much Liberty and Hap- 
pineſs, and attained to ſuch a pitch of proſperity, 
power and renown ; but they ought to impute to 
themſelves; to place to the account of their own 
venality, and want of zeal for the public good, 
thoſe abuſes, if any, which prevail in the admi- 
niſtration of government, ſince the correftives 
are within their power; and if they are not uſu; 
the fault is their own. 


Further. Is it our dekre to have the civil, 
+ and 
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and more eſpecially, the ſpiritual and religious 


bleſſings which are ſo largely enjoyed in this land 


continued to us? then let us beware that we do 
not provoke the moſt high God to deprive us of 
them. As it is Righteouſneſs that exalteth a na- 
tion; that renders it ſecure and proſperous ; on 
the other hand, Sin is both the reproach, and the 


ruin of any people. Aſtoniſhing indeed is the 


patience of God, that the wickedneſs of this land 
hath not long ſince brought down utter deſtruftion 
upon it. How are the bounties of providence 
waſted in laxury, exceſs and riot? Licentioul- 
neſs and impiety abound almoſt eyery where, and 
put virtue and religion out of countenance. Peo- 
ple not only make a mock of fin, but even glory in 
it. By reaſon of ſwearing the land mourneth.” 
How dreadful are the oaths, the imprecations, 
and blaſphemies which ſtrike our ears almoſt from 
every quarter; which proceed from the mouths, 
not of the vulgar and illiterate only, but from 
their's alſo who pretend to have more cultivated 
minds, and more poliſhed manners! Aſtoniſh. 
ing 1s the forbearance of the Moſt High in not 
taking ſuch daring Tranſgreſſors at their word, 
and executing upon them the curſes and damna- 
tion, which they impiouſly call for ! 


Think again of the little attention that 1s paid 
5 by 
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by the generality amongſt us to the marvellous 
diſpenſation of God's mercy and grace. Though 
he bath given his well beloved Son to redeem us 
by bis blood, yet how unhappily is the ſalvation 
which was thus wonderfully prepared, deſpiſed 
and neglected. He hath given us his word and 
bis ordinances to enlighten us in the knowledge 
of the things which pertain to our peace, to teach 
us both our need of ſalvation, and the way in 
which it is to be obtained. But the ſacred ſerip- 
tures, men throw aſide as if they had no manner 
of concern in them; and the ſervices of God's 
houſe they forfake, as if inſtead of being a privi- 
lege, they were a grevious burthen.—That men 
might have opportunities for abſtracting them- 
ſelves from the cares and amuſements of time and 
ſenſe, for entering upon an intimate converſe 
with their own hearts, and for bending the whole 
attention of their minds to the important con- 
cerns of their ſouls and eternity, the Lord ſepa- 
rated and ſanctified the ſabbath day to be a ſeaſon 
ſacred to his ſervice, and the proſecution of our 
eternal intereſts. But is it not a lamentable truth, 
that the merciful deſigns of Heaven in this inſti- 
tution, are impiouſly counteracted by thoſe whoſe 
happineſs it was intended to promote and ſecure? 
Not being permitted on the Lord's day to follow 
openly their ſecular occupations, inſtead of be.

ſtowing one ſerious thought upon the ſervice of 
| God, and the affairs of their fouls, and a world 
to come, numbers make no better uſe of the ſa- 
cred hours than to offend God more heniouſly» 
and run into all the exceſſes of fin and wicked- 
neſs. Sabbath breaking is an evil that is peculi- 
arly offenſive to the Moſt High; and it is ſpoken 
of inthe Old Teſtament as a principal cauſe of the 
heavy judgments with which Iſrael was viſited, 
Then I contended with the nobles of Judah, 
and ſaid unto them, what evil thing is this that 
ye do, and prophane the ſabbath day? Did not 
your father's thus: and did not our God bring 
all this evil upon us and upon this city? Yet ye 
bring more wrath upon Iſrael by prophaning the 

- ſabbath day.” Nehem. 13. 17. 18. 


You well know, my brethren, that what hath 
been now ſaid concerning the prevalence and 
abounding of wickedneſs in this land, inſtead of 
being an exaggeration of the lamentable caſe, 
falls far ſhort of the ſhocking enormity of it. Is 
there not therefore much reaſon to fear, that the 
long ſuffering of the Lord will have a ſpeedy end, 
and that the 'vials of his terrible wrath will be 
poured out upon fo corrupt and rebellious a 
nation? N ö fl 
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At this time we are unhappily engaged in a 
war, which has already cauſed a great addition 
to our public burdens, and in which numbers of 
dur fellow citizens have periſhed. The enemy 
driven to deſperation, and inured to all the ex- 
ploits of ſavage ferocity, are, it is ſaid, meditat- 
ing an invaſion of this country. What will be 
the iſſue of the enterpriſe, mould it take place, 
human viſdom cannot foreſee. But certain it 
is, that if God ſorſakes us for our ſins, and em- 
ploys thoſe enemies, as his inſtruments, to pu- 
niſh us; deſpicable as they may be in our eyes, 
and unprepared as we may conſider them for ſuch 
an attempt, we ſhall not be able to reſiſt them: 
for the council of the Lord will, and muſt prevail, 


Do we bal that the Moſt High ruleth in the 
earth, and diſpoſeth of the kingdoms and powers 
of it as he pleaſeth ? then let us endeavour to 
engage his protection for ourſelves and our coun- 
try; and in that caſe, © no weapon that is formed 
againſt us ſhall proſper.” The way to do that is 
to humble ourſelves before him; to lament over 
our ſins, and forſake them. Waſh ye, make 
ye clean ; put away the evil of your doings from 
before my eyes; ceaſe to do evil, learn to do 
well: Seek judgment, relieve the oppreſſed, judge 
the fatherleſs, plead for the widow. If ye be 
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Vioilling and obedient, ye ſhall eat the good of the 
land; but if ye refuſe and rebel, ye ſhall be de- 

voured with the ſword, for the mouth of the age ; 

hath ſpoken it.” Iſaiah i. 16, Kc. : 


Thoſe then are the beſt pattiots, e their 
circumſtances or ſtations in life are; thoſe diſco« 
ver the pureſt love for their country, and deſerve 
| moſt from it, who endeavour to ſtem the evils, 
which threaten to bring down upon it the judge- 
ments of the Lord; who are earneſtly reſolved 
to reform the errors of their own conduct, and 
ſtrive by their. example, at leaſt, to influence 
others to do the ſame. The Lord grant the num- 
ber of ſuch may be daily increaſing, that iniquity 
may draw back, and hide its odious head, and 
righteouſneſs, juſtice and piety abound, and run- 
down our ſtreets as a mighty ſtream. Then may 
we hope that Almighty God will dwell amongſt 
us as our defence and our glory, and that our 
invaluable privileges, temporal, civil, and reli- 
gious will yet be continued unto us.
